When those persons don’t 
have money then they look for a 
spot to relieve themselves and 
that leads back to the hygiene 
problem that was a concern in the 
first place.

• Lights Project - commended 
placements and said that they are 
very helpful but recommended 
that there be timing for switching 
on/off of these lights as they are 
often on during day time. 

• There are negotiations with our 

engineers to address the issue of timing 
of lights. 


• Quarry Project - complained that 
once the quarry trucks come to fix 
roads, the rain destroys the road 
again and it takes long time for 
the trucks to come back again to 
fix the roads. 

• Infrastructure security: 

Complained about the securities 
that guard during the day and at 
night they are off duty, he said 
that this does not help because 
damages and theft usually 
happens at night. 

• We are aware of this problem and we 
plead that you bear with us as the road 
process goes by wards and it happens 
that after we have fixed the road then the 
rain damages it. It then takes long for us 
to come back even if you have reported 
because we have to finish all the wards 
first before coming back. 

• It is true that it is not effective for the 
securities to guard during the day and not 
at night; we will look up to this.

• Lights Project - really appreciative 
of the lights, crime has been 
reduced. 

• Noted with appreciation.

• The Bridge that was built was 
destroyed by the heavy rains and 
the community is under danger of 
crocodiles when the river is full 
and they cannot cross. 

• Dr Sibeko - The matter about the bridge 
is being handled, there have been a few 
hiccups but in the next 3 to 4 weeks a 
tender contract will be finalised and the 
project will commence. 
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• Enseleni to Mthiyane road: DoT 
says that the issue lies with 
uMhlathuze. 


6. 

Mr LB Dube (Ward 11 ) - Inkosi 
Mkhwanazi 



• Complains about the road from 
eChibini to eGugushe. The quarry 
trucks that were fixing the roads 
destroyed the slap on the side of 
the road near the bridge. It is 
difficult for the people to use the 
road. 

• The municipality will be looking at the 
issue closely and the matter will be dealt 
with. 


• There is a problem of water 
overflow in tanks. 

• We are glad that these issues are 
reported. We really encourage the 
community to help in reporting such 
issues and working together with the 
municipality. We will send people to 
address this issue. 

7. 

Induna Zibane (intuzi) - Inkosi 
Mkhwanazi 



• Who supervises the water supply 
to ensure that water gets to right 
people? 

• Mr Zibane raises something that 
concerns me; we never took to 
consideration the possibility of water 
tanks missing and never deliver to the 
right people. Well, we rely on the lock 
books where people fill in their details and 
the place of delivery, which doesn’t really 
gives assurance that the water has been 
delivered. We will consider that 
perspective. 


• Zibane further complained about 
water hygiene, he said he once 
saw a truck filling water from the 
river and asked where the water 
supplied to the community comes 
from. 

• We are not aware of such issue, we can 
assure you that the municipality gets 
water from Mhlathuze water and the 
water is purified and good for the health 
of the community. If a water truck was 
seen filling water from the river, then 
there are high possibilities that it was not 
the uMhlathuze Municipality truck. 


• He requested a Sthunwane 

Bridge. 

• This is an IDP issue but is noted. 
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Induna uMkhize —INkosi Dube 

• There are people who do not 
have metres and they use water 
recklessly. When the latter runs 
out of water, they ask for it to 
those with metres and that 
increases the rates of those with 
metres. 

• They requested the municipality 
to send people to check the 
problem, and that they do a 
follow-up on those people to 
assess progress. 


Mr Bheki Mthethwa (Ward 32) - Inkosi 
Cebekhulu 

• Wi-Fi hot-spot - requested that 
the municipality installs hotspots 
in the rural areas and not only 
near the townships/suburb areas, 
The children have to travel long 
distances to access Wi-Fi. 

• Skip bins: Requested that the 
municipality consults the 
community before placing the 
skips. 

• Indigent subsidies-what if you 
have two wives and two homes? 


• How are municipal projects 
monitored and how does a 
municipality make sure that the 
youth and the small businesses 
from that community a project is 
running on are developed. 


• Municipality has deployed water monitors 
to look at water leaks and do check-ups 
on water meters in the community. Again, 
we encourage the community to report 
these issues to the municipality and we 
are glad that they come to our attention 
so that we can address them. 


• The project is still in progress and will 
reach all the communities where Wi-Fi 
can be installed but again, Wi-Fi will be 
restricted to school work, applications for 
jobs and all other sites that help the 
youth. 


• As I explained earlier, we count houses 
and place the skips where it will be 
conducive for everyone, but we will 
consult the community moving forward. 

• (Response by Dr Sibeko) 

We must agree that when one takes a 
second wife, it means that he affords. 
Therefore only one house will be 
subsidised. 


• We usually welcome youth will small 
business that are registered, competent 
and trustworthy and who can actually do 
the work.

Induna Mthethwa- Inkosi Khoza (ward 

6 ) 


• Prepaid water system: has it been 
considered that this system will 
create unemployment as those 
people who were monitoring 
metres will lose their jobs. 

• Light system: requested that the 
Izinduna be consulted as the 
project runs in the land they 
guard. 


• Bicycle agreements: nothing has 
been done since the last year’s 
agreements. 

• Requested the upgrades of the 
ward 6 playgrounds. 


• The prepaid water system allows you to 
manage water usage effectively, it will not 
affect the monitors as they will still 
monitor water leakages and other duties 
that the municipality deploys them to do. 

• We usually consult Councillors and 
request that they consult Izinduna who 
will lead us to Amakhosi. That is the 
protocol we usually follow but if in some 
places that has not been followed, then 
we shall redress that. 

• That is noted and we will consider in our 
IDP projects but it should be known that 
is we rely on the budget and not on the 
actual money in the bank, should it 
happen that we don’t get enough funds, 
we will consider the basic need of the 
community first.
